W hat Texas is Doing to Secure an 
Agricultural Yeomanry. 


A Cargo of Farmers En Route to the Lone Star 
State—An Example for Missouri. 


[From the New York Sun.! 
Yesterday morning, after the National Line 
steamship Helvetia reached her anchorage in 
the North River, and che cabin passengers had 
been sentashore, a tender was warped along- 
side to be laden with steerage passengers. Mr. 
Hurst, the agent of the line in New York, had 
instructed Mr. McLean, ‘a nassenger agent,to 
separate from the others Chose who were bound 
to Texas, and to keep them on board the ship.
